Refreshing Beverages 
The_refreshing beverages.', in- 
clude fruit juices, fruitades, and 
carbonated drinks, such as ginger 
ale and sarsaparilla. They are ef- 
fective in quenching’ thirst and 
their appetizing flavors encourage 
the drinking of generous amounts 
of water. They also contribute 
energy values to the diet in pro- 
-portion to the amount.of sweeten- 
ing used jn their preparation. 

Fruit juices are most frequently 
served as an appetizer at break: 
fast, lunch or dinner.- Fruitades 
are useful-as between-meal drinks 
and when entertaining. Children 
like to display their -hospitality, to 
friends and this type of beverage, 
served with a few crackers—or 
simple cookies, makes an attrac- 
tive’ snack.
